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Nixon Tax Reform Bared 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
adm inistration today unveiled a tax- 
reform program that would tighten 
loopholes to “remove the spectacle of 
high income taxpayers who pay no tax 
by parlaying tax deductions and ex­ 
clusions.” 


One proposal would establish a 
minimum taxable income. Another 
would limit what the adm inistration 
called “artificial accounting losses.” 


The package also would provide 
property-tax relief for the elderly, an 
investment tax credit for oil and gas 
exploration to m eet the energy crisis, 
and a tuition credit for students in 
nonpublic schools. 
It includes a simplified tax form 
called 1040S which is designed to make 
tax time easier for about 20 million 
Americans. The new form includes an 
over-65 credit and liberalized deduc­ 
tions for child care. 
Secretary of the Treasury George P. 
Shultz presented the adm inistration’s 
long-awaited tax-reform plan to the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
which isn’t expected to act on it for 
several months. 
The adm inistration is not asking for 
a general tax increase, which Shultz 
said is both “unnecessary and un­ 
desirable.” 
The government expects to gain $800 
million in tax revenue by closing the 
two loopholes, but would lose $1.1 
billion through the other changes, in­ 
cluding $500 million on a property-tax 
credit for the elderly and $400 million 


on tax simplification. 
Shultz told the committee the tax- 
reform m easures are designed to 
“collect a reasonable amount of in­ 
come taxes from those citizens who 
are not now paying a fair share of the 
tax burden.” 
The “widespread tax-shelter m arket 
introduces significant distortions into 
our economy,” Shultz said. It also has 
“a dangerously demoralizing effect on 
the operation of our revenue system .” 
T he m in im u m -ta x a b le -in c o m e 
proposal would prevent a taxpayer’s 
exclusions and deductions from off­ 
setting more than one-half of his in­ 
come. ’Hills, he would have to pay 
taxes on at least half his revenues. 
Shultz said the great m ajority of 
high-income persons are responsible 
taxpayers, but “taxpayers who have 
large income and pay little or no tax do 
exist in limited, but significant, num ­ 
bers.”

elim inate the practice of using losses 
from one business activity to offset 
earnings of another. 
Shultz said that, if Congress ap ­ 
proves the package, losses on income- 
producing property henceforth could 
only be deducted from future earnings 
on the property that lost money. 
The loss “m ay not be used to offset 
or shelter other unrelated income of 
the taxpayer,” Shultz said. 
“ T ax p a y ers m ay still p u rch ase 
investm ents on which the income can 
be tax-free for substantial periods, but 


the tax system will no longer pay them 
to buy such investm ents,” he said. 
’Hie changes apply to individuals, 
except for farm ers. They do not apply 
to corporations. 
Ixiw-and m iddle-incom e elderly 
jxTsons would receive a refundable 
credit for property 
tax paym ents 
exceeding 5 per cent of household 
income, up to a m axim um $500. 
Equivalent relief would be provided 
for elderly renters, with the credit 
liased on the am ount of rent assessed 
by the landlord to pay his property 
taxes. Usually this is about 15 per cent 
of rent, the adm inistration said. 
’Hie elderly, as well as working 
mothers, also would benefit from the* 
proposed simplified tax form. 
A taxpayer over 65 would receive a 
special credit. From a $1,500 base 
amount, the taxpayer would deduct 
Social 
S ecu rity 
and 
ra ilro a d 
retirem ent benefits and could .subtract 
15 per cent of the difference from his 
tax bill. 
’Hie age credit would replace the 
complex retirem ent-incom e credit and 
would 
result 
in 
an 
over-all 
tax 
reduction for the elderly of about $200 
million. 
Proposed Form 1040S also would 
stream line deductions by providing a 
miscellaneous-deduction allowance of 
$500 for every taxpayer who itemizes 
deductions. 
Not everyone 
would qualify for 
Form 1040S, Shultz said, but it would 
lx*nefit “the m ore than 20 million 
taxpayers with simple family and 


financial transactions.” 
The tax credit for nonpublic school 
tuition would apply to 50 per cent of 
tuition paid to nonprofit schools up to a 
m aximum credit of $200 per child. The 
credit, which would be refundable, 
would bt* phased out for families 
earning above $18,000. 
The proposal, which already is in­ 
cluded in the adm inistration's 1974 
budget, would cost the government 
aland $300 million. 
The proposed investment credit for 
exploratory drilling for oil and gas is 
designed to encourage domestic ex­ 
ploration “ for which there is critical 
need,” Shultz said. 
He said a driller of a new ex­ 
ploratory well could claim a 7-per-cent 
investment credit for his intangible 
drilling costs plus an allowance for 
geological and geophysical expenses. 
There would lie a supplem entary 
credit of 5 per cent against the first tax 
due 
if 
the 
exploratory 
well 
is 
productive. 
Shultz told the com m ittee the ad­ 
m inistration’s tax-reform proposals 
“will increase the fairness of the tax 
system and remove the spectacle of 
highincome taxpayers who pay no tax 
by parlaying tax deductions and ex­ 
clusions.” 
But he said tile adm inistration would 
not tighten or shut off general in­ 
vestment incentives, such as liberal 
depreciation rules and investment tax 
credits, or the action of past ad­ 
m inistrations in lowering the tax on 
corporations. 
Mississippi Crest Moves South

Major sandbagging efforts on levees 
along the Mississippi River north of 
the St. Louis area have halted for the 
first time in days as the mighty river

More than IO million acres of land, 
much of it prim e farm land, rem ained 
under w ater along the the M ississippi’s 
1,500 mile route and thousands of 
families were left homeless. 
The D epartm ent of Housing and

D evelopm ent, 
the

Business Adm inistration, the Internal 
Revenue Service and other federal 
agencies moved in to assist fam ilies 
and businesses displaced by flood 
waters. 
The Army Corps of Engineers said 
35,000 persons had been evacuated 
along the Mississippi from the area 
between Hannibal, Mo., to the Gulf of 
Mexico. Some were being placed in 
federal and state housing projects. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz is 
scheduled to m ake an aerial tour of the 
flood areas Tuesday. 
'Hie National W eather Service said 
the Mississippi River would crest at 
most points in the southern part of 
Missouri by today while continuing to 
fall slowly at St. I/m is and points to the 
north. 
The river stood at 43 feet late Sunday 
at St. Ix)uis after hitting a record crest 
of 43.3 feet late Saturday, 13.3 feet 
above flood stage and breaking the 
previous record of 42 feet set in 1785. 
Finance Director 
Ousted From Post 


KIRTLAND, Ohio (AP) - Finance 
D irector Je ffre y 
B ergstrom has 
resigned. His resignation ends a court 
effort by the city to oust him from the 
post. 


Bergstrom , 24, was asked to step 
down when the city learned there was 
$200,000 in undeposited funds on hand 
that should have been in the bank. No 
money was reported missing. 


Bergstrom said he expects to con­ 
tinue working at positions he holds on 
six other city boards and commission, 
including that of clerk of council.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wage-price 
co n tro ls die a t m idnight unless 
Congress agrees today on a com ­ 
promise bill to extend presidential 
authority to regulate the economy. 
If that authority is to be renewed for 
one year, both houses m ust act on the 
controls bill. But the Senate-floor route 
has been blocked by maneuvering over 
a postcard-voter-registration bill. 
A m inority of Southern and con­ 
servative senators has stalled the 
registration bill, sponsored by Sen. 
Gale Met lee, D-Wyo. A vote to close off 
debate on the registration bill was set 
for this afternoon. 
H ow ever, M cG ee, acco rd in g to 
aides, will not budge from his position 
of holding off wage-price action until 
he gets a final vote on his m easure. He 
liad blacked action on the controls bill 
when Congress recessed IO days ago. 
Meanwhile, there was apprehension 
over what might happen if President 
Nixon’s largely voluntary Phase 3 
controls are allowed to lapse. 
“ In just one day prices could go up 
and they would be very, very difficult 
to roll back,” says Sen. 
William 
lYoxmire, D-Wis.

Kleindienst and three key White House 
aides. 


Nixon named Secretary of Defense 
Elliot Richardson to be acting attorney 
general and top coordinator of all 
federal investigations of the W atergate 
conspiracy.

were 
chief 
of 
staff 
H.

John D. Ehrlichm an and presidential 
counsel John Dean IIL 


After making these announcements, 
press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said 
Nixon has asked for nationwide radio 
and television time to talk to the nation 


on the W atergate case at 9 p.m. EDT. 
Nixon said in a statem ent that 
Kleindienst “asked to be relieved as 
attorney general because he felt that 
he could not appropriately continue as 
head of the Justice D epartm ent now 
that it appears its investigation of the 
W atergate and related cases may 
implicate individuals with whom hie 
has 
had 
a 
close 
personal 
and 
professional association.” 


Saying 
he 
would 
nom inate 
Richardson as attorney general, Nixon 
said that pending Senate action to 
confirm his choice, “ I have asked hun 
to involve .himself im mediately in the 
investigative process surrounding the 
W atergate m atter.”

R ichardson will assum e full r e ­ 
sponsibility and authority for coor­

I 
greatly regret their departure.” 
Speaking of Kleindienst, Nixon said 
the* former attorney general “acted in 
accordance with the highest standards 
of public service and legal ethics.” He 
said, “ I am accepting his resignation 
with regret and w itll deep appreciation 
for his dedicated service to this adm in­ 
istration."

Since then, a small new agency in 
the Labor Department, the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health Ad­ 
ministration. has worked in relative 
obscurity to produce hundreds of 
pages of hard-to-understand safety 
rules, make 50.000 inspections of high-

workplaces and write

citations carrying fines of $3.8 million 
But OSHA’s efforts have produced 
no statistical evidence that industry is 
any safer today than two years ago. In 
fact, due to improved federal statistics 
brought about by the job-safety act, 
the number of job injuries now appears 
to be higher than estimated by the 
safety council.

Visitors to the nation’s capital can 
gaze upon the original United States 
Constitution, painstakingly preserved 
in a helium-sealed glass case in the 
National Archives Building. 
But you don’t have to travel all the 
way to Washington to “ see” the 
Constitution. Just step into your local 
courtroom on I*iw Day, May I, or any 
other day for that matter, and you can 
watch the Constitution in living action. 
Nowhere are its durable doctrines 
more plainly on display than in or­ 
dinary court proceedings. 
For example: 
In the “ open door” policy you can 
recognize the Sixth Amendment in 
operation, guaranteeing to every 
accused person a public trial. 
In the careful spelling out of ac­ 
cusations you can see Article One, 
Section Nine at work, guarding 
through habeas corpus Tigaiast the 
holding of any prisoner without clear 
and specific charges. 
In the jury box you can see the 
embodiment of the Seventh Amend­ 
ment. 
And as testimony is given, the 
Fourth Amendment is screening out 
evidence obtained by unfair methods; 
the Fifth Amendment is shielding the 
accused from having to testify against 
himself; and the Sixth Amendment is 
giving him the opportunity to confront 
his accusers and ask them questions. 
Meanwhile, on behalf of the com­ 
munity at large, the law’s wheels turn, 
carrying out the Ureamble’s call to 
“ establish justice” and “ insure 
domestic tranquility.” 
One who foregoes a visit to the 
courtroom because he fears the 
proceedings are too complicated is 
missing a basic point: it is the simple 
elements, these constitutional ABC’s, 
that are most important in a system of 
justice.

Although the U S. govern­ 
ment is the world s largest 
business, with 
an 
annual 
budget approaching $275 bil­ 
lion. there is amazingly little 
control by Congress over the 
outgo ol 
taxpayers' money. 
And recent Congresses have 
done everything possible to in­ 
flate the outgo. 
Apart from 
the 
fact 
the 
executive branch has assumed 
increased responsibilities re­ 
quiring large financial com­ 


mitments, there are now huge 
built-in 
demands 
on 
the 
Treasury. Examples are the in­ 
terest on the national debt, 
Social Security payments and 
veterans' benefits. 
Congress has made several 
attempts 
to 
reassert 
its 
authority over spending. The 
one most successful is the Gov­ 
ernment Corporation Act of 
1945 which subjects govern­ 
ment corporations to audit con­ 
trol by the Government Ac­ 


counting Oft ice. But Congress 
has yet to solve the problem of 
total control, so complex has 
the government become. 
It is accepted practice for 
private corporations to hire 
outside accountants to audit 
their operations each year.

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Speaking Of Your Health

No one has been able to give me any 
relief from the noises I hear in my 
head. 
I have had all kinds of tests and all 
kinds of drugs, but nothing seems to 
help. 
Can you make any suggestion? 
Mr. T.L., Vt. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Head noise, known as “ tinnitus,” is 
undoubtedly one of the most annoying 
and distressing condtions for a patient. 
It can also often be baffling and pure 
"puzzlement” for the doctor who is 
trying to find the cause. And without 
finding the cause there can be no 
satisfactory treatment. 
Only those who suffer from this 
condition can understand how an­ 
noying it is. Those who have never had 
it often become irritated when family 
cr friends complain about it. “ How bad 
can it be?” is their attitude. 
Well, it can be bad, especially when 
the noises become worse if one is 
fatigued, under emotional pressure, or 
when one hears these noises in the 
middle of the night. At that time, the 
contrast between the head noise and 
the surrounding silence becomes more 
apparent. 
To give you a better idea of how 
difficult it is to track down the cause of 
head noises, let me name a few. 
Simple things like impacted wax, or 
the blockage of the Eustachian tuves 
following a cold, a flight, or a bout of 
allergies, can be responsible. Fluid in 
the middle ear, and some types of 
hearing impairment may cause it. 
High blood pressure, arteriosclerosis. 


some forms of anemia cause tinnitus. 
Excessive use of alcohol and 
tobacco, a head injury, and drugs like 
quinine may produce swishing sounds, 
gurgling sounds, ringing noises, and 
pulsating sounds. 
When all of these, and there are 
many more, are eliminated and no 
cause found, the best form of treat­ 
ment may be assurance, reassurance 
and more assurance. My experience 
has been that when people with head 
noises understand that there is no 
“ hidden" danger, they tend to learn to 
adjust to the nuisance. 
A great many simple drugs that 
include nicotinic acid, vitamin B, 
iodized calcium, and antihistamines 
are tried by doctors for a shor period of 
time. They are all worth a try and your 
doctor has undoubtedly tried them. 
I 
have 
seen 
mail-order 
ad­ 
vertisements that have a quick 
miraculous “ cure.” Avoid them. 


We have a newborn baby. Whenever 
I start to pick him up, my husband and 
his mother insist that I will spoil him. 
Do I just let him cry, as they 
suggest? 
Mrs. L.L., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. L.: 
A great many opportunities will 
come to spoil a child when he is older 
than he is now. Those you can plan on 
avoiding. 
But an infant who cries does so 
because this is the only way that he can 
express his inner need, whether it is 
for food, for drink, to be changed, or 
just to be sure that he is loved.

I no longer look at prices at the 
grocery — I look at labels. I am more 
delighted to find an item that contains 
the proper diglycerides and propylene 
glycol monostearates than I w'ould be 
to find filet mignon at 73 cents a pound. 
An otherwise likely candidate for our 
larder goes back on the shelf when my 
magnifying glass reveals that the 
forbidden hydrogenated vegetable oil 
lurks among such innocuous in­ 
gredients as ferric orthophosphate, 
isopropyl citrate, pyridoxine and 
lecithin. 
Fortunately, the food industry knows 
which side its shortening-free bread is 
margerined on, and has come up with 
lookalikes for some of the items that 
are off limits in low cholesterol diets. 
(’ream, a definite no-no, has all sorts 
of stand-ins, from pale powders that 
come in jars to liquids that hang out in 
small cardboard cartons and try to 
emulate their fatty cousins in looks 
and coffee-lightening activities. 
Since egg yolks are packed chock 
full of cholesterol milligrams, my 
husband’s over-easy breakfast piece 
cie resistance has been eliminated. 
However, all has not been lost. A 
substitute egg, which resembles the 
real thing 
in 
every 
way 
except 
cholesterol content, has appeared on 
the 
market. 
Thaw 
it, 
shake 
it, 
scramble it and, according to my 
resident ex-gourmet, it tastes so much 
like the original that even a mother 
hen would cluck tenderly over it. 
The whole business does complicate 
breakfast production though. While I 
guiltily fry my fat-streaked bacon and 


misty-eyed egg and pamper my 
shortenmg-laced bread with butter, 
with the other hand 
I am par­ 
simoniously placing margerine on 
toast and swirling what passes for eggs 
in a Teflon-coated pan. 
The crunch will come some day 
when I mistake the little cardboard 
carton the fake egg comes in for the 
little cardboard carton the fake cream 
comes in and my eating partner ends 
up with ersatz egg in his coffee.

“ Major meat exporters such as 
Uruguay, Argentina, New Zealand and 
Australia have generally lower price 
levels and their people consume more 
meat in relation to income levels than 
the rest of the world,” Stenswick said

'Hie board will analyze its existing 
standards and policies in relations in 
relation to ones made by the con­ 
ference 
- 'Hie board will have a conference 
with representatives of the 53 teaeher- 
edueation colleges and universities in 
the state to begin restructuring the 
process for preparing teachers. 
—R ecom m endations 
will 
be 
reviewed for legislative implications. 
Some recommendations may require 


new laws or amendments to existing 
laws.

Saturday’s conference, attended by 
1,500 teachers, parents anti students 
from across the state, capped a year­ 
long series of educational seminars

Nearly a year in planning and 
training is behind Berger Hospital’s 
newest care 
unit—a 
special 
care 
facility for patients with a need for 
specialized or constant nursing at­ 
tention. 


Since it began operation earlier this 
year, the Special Care Unit has not 
been empty and at times was filled 
beyond capacity. 
The goal of this new- unit is to permit 
the local hospital to provide Pickaway 
County with services similar to those 
offered in Columbus hospitals for 
patients requiring 
special 
nursing 
care. Limited by space and by funds, 
the operation was started here on a 
small scale, but expansion of the unit is 
planned in the new hospital structure 
being readied for construction. 


On May 6, the beginning of National 
Hospital Week, the Special Care Unit 
will be formally dedicated at an Open 
House now being planned by the 
Jaycees. All residents of the county 
and nearby areas interested in lear­ 
ning about the new facility and its 


equipment will be welcomed for a 
demonstration and tour on that date. 
The new facility is called “ Special 
Care” because it is designed as a 
com bination 
intensive care 
and 
coronary care area. So far, it has 
received most use by heart patients, 
but is also available for patients 
following serious surgery or seriously 
injured accident victims when the 
physician recommends. 


In short, the facility is proving a 
benefit for patients who need special 
care or constant observation by 
trained personnel. 
Special Care was set up in a large 4- 
bed ward in the north section of the 
hospital. Nurses are assigned 
for 
constant duty in that specific area 24 
hours a day. All are specially trained 
in life saving tactics and special 
coronary procedures. 
Patients will remain in the special 
care unit until their problem has 
stabilized, then they will be moved to a 
regular room. 
Visits are permitted for only 15 


minutes every three hours, by one 
person at a time. Visiting is restricted 
to dose family only. Since the majority 
of the patients are there for heart 
problems, they need much rest and 
quiet, so the visiting schedule at 7, IO, I 
and 4 around the clock, permits longer 
periods of undisturbed sleep. 
A $10,000 donation from the family of 
the late Elm er Clifton was the foun­ 
dation of the $23,000 program which 
included the training program , books 
and equipment. 
The G eneral Guild 
of 
B erger 
Hospital made a monetary gift in 
support of the special care unit, along 
with several other organizations— 
W ashington, Saltcreek 
and 
Star 
Granges, the local chapter of the 
American Heart Assn., plus personal 
contributions from a number of in­ 
dividuals of the community. 
A Donkey Basketball gam e, spon­ 
sored 
by 
sev eral 
local 
civic 
organizations, netted an additional 
$1,500 in behalf of the special facility. 
In all, the hospital received $17,000 in 
donations for the proiect. 


Mrs. Kathryn Tomlinson was em ­ 
ployed by the board last summer to 
instruct the nursing staff in special 
care techniques and to head up the 
unit’s organization. Mrs. Tomlinson 
and three other nurses—Mary Simons, 
Phyllis Butts and Delores Crawford— 
now permanently staff the unit with a 
lockup staff comprised of Jennie 
Wilson, Joyce Peters, Gay Henson, 
(Tieryl Harter and Bob Snyder. 


All of the hospital’s emergency staff 
has taken the special training, making 
a total of 16 persons now employed at 
the hospital who are capable 
of 
manning the new unit. 
A m ajor expense in establishing the 
Special Care Unit was the purchase of 
monitoring equipment. The machinery 
is valuable for keeping constant watch 
on critical heart patients. 


Electrodes attached 
at 
different 
body points keep a constant flow of 
information of the patient’s heart 
activity available to the supervising 
nurse by way of monitors which 
resemble sm all television sets. 
All those staffing the unit have had 
m-depth study of the anatomy and 
physiology of the heart and cardiac 
arrhythmias (irregularities of heart 
activity). They also reviewed proper 
pulmonary resuscitation techniques. 
The room is equipped with its own 
stock of medicines and supplies which 
might be required in an emergency so 
the nurse will never have to leave the

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Home Gardening Stages Big Comeback Weekend Crashes 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Soaring food 
prices are driving millions of families 
into backyard spading and vegetable 
planting this spring in what may be the 
biggest outbreak of greenthumbery 
since World War II Victory gardens. 


A limiting factor, according to a 
survey by The Associated Press, has 
been the severe weather this spring. 
As heavy rains, unseasonal snows and 
cold temperatures have throttled 
farmers, so have would-be gardeners 
been denied their salad days. 


The big push for home-grown 
tomatoes, corn, lettuce, radishes and 
other garden goodies seems to be 
building up, however. 
At the Department of Agriculture, 
where dozens of different pamphlets 
and brochures on gardening are turned 
out, officials say orders appear to be 
increasing from county extension 
offices and members of Congress 
where such information is available 
free of charge. 
One popular item is “ Minigardens 
for Vegetables” which explains and 
illustrates how tomatoes, radishes, 
chives, green 
peppers and other 


spec ies can be grown in window boxes, 
old pails and even flower pots. 
Is spading up the backyard bad­ 
minton court for tomatoes, beans, peas 
and corn worth it? 


Depends how big you want to be. If 
you have to invest $50 to HOO in new 
equipment, everything from hoes to 
fancy 
cultivators, 
fertilizer, 
pesticides, gloves, overalls and sun­ 
bonnets, maybe not. 


On the other hand, packets of seed 
can be 
bought 
usually 
in 
small 
quantities for a few dollars. Tomato 
plants, ready to set out, cost more, 
depending on how large they are. 
Dr. Clint Turnquist, a University of 
Minnesota vegetable expert, says 
people seem to like doing outdoor work 
and having their own fresh produce. 
“ Maybe ifs partly because of the 
high food prices, but I think people are 
just getting in the swing, getting on the 
bandwagon of growing gardens,” 
Turnquist said. 
Hep. 
Silvio 0. 
Conte, 
R-Mass., 
helped publicize vegetable gardening 
recently by announcing he was 
planting 
lettuce, 
reaishes, 
onions, 


string beans, garlic, squash, peppers 
and tomatoes as a protest against 
government farm subsidies. 
An aide said Conte has drawn letters 
from irate farmers who complain they 
have a hard life in the best of times and 
that his remarks were unfair. An equal 
number of other letters applauded 
him, the aide said. 


Seed merchandisers report sales up 
generally, but some see higher prices 
and supply problems later on. 
One seed company executive, Albert 
Bijou of Dallas, Tex., said the severe 
weather this spring has caused many 
seeds to fail to germinate and must be 
replaced. He predicted seed prices will 
double by next fall. 


Bijou is vice president and general 
manager of Nicholson Seed Stores, 
which does business over the northern 
half of Texas. Many seed producers 
have been discouraged by low prices 
and have turned to other crops. 
Dr. John I^awson, Texas state 
horticulturist, estimates 
there are 
about 85 million home gardeners now. 
'Those are increasing at the rate of one 
million a year. he said. The interest in 


small mini-gardens, roughly IO by 12 
feet, is almost as large as during World 
War II, I .aw son said. 
What about starting livestock 
operations in backyards? Maybe a 
mimraneh as well as a minigarden? 
The Agriculture Department, in 
addition to its many bulletins on 
vegetable gardens, also has one called, 
“ Raising Ilivestock on Small Farm s.” 
It includes advice on how to raise 
chickens, ducks, geese, dairy cows, 
goats, sheep, rabbits, hogs and even 
squabs, young pigeons. 
One reminder, according to the 
bulletin: Check local ordinances 
before buying poultry or livestock. You 
may find that rutabagas are far less 
bothersome than roosters.

“ If you go one way, you should go the 
other,” Meyer said. “ If this is the* case, 
I’m sure the boys would dominate 
softball, basketball and volleyball.” 
The commissioner also believes 
approval of the bill would ruin the 
existing girls program in Ohio. The 
OHSAA sponsors 14 sports for girls, IO 
for boys and 692 schools have in­ 
terscholastic girls sports. 


“ Their only concern is with the 
super-girl athlete,” Meyer said. “ They 
are not concerned with the many other 
girls that need competition, too.”

NKW YORK (AP) — Queen 
V i c t o r i a ’ s 
g r e a t - 
granddaughter started an 
Eastern Orthodox Monastery 
in a mobile home. 
The Very Reverend Mother 
Alexandra, formerly 
Prin­ 
cess Ileana of Romania, has 
since moved the monastery 
from the trailer park in 
T oronto, Ohio, to IOO acres of 
land near Ellwood City, Pa. 
She says that monastery 
living is one way of bringing 
together the 
fragmented 
Eastern Orthodox Church of 
America. 
At 62, Mother Alexandra 
says the luxury of the royal 
palace of Romania is “ a long 
time ago.” The daughter of 
Queen 
Marie 
and 
King 
Ferdinand, Princess Ileana 
was twice married and en­ 
dured exile by both Nazis and 
Communists. 
“ No matter where I lived 
my life, I still would have 
ended up in a monastery,” 
she said. “ In Romania, as 
here, I thought of it often. I 
didn’t take vows earlier 
because I had my family to 
support. I couldn’t take on 
another life until the children 
were settled.” 
The former princess and 
Archduchess 
of 
Austria 
through her first marriage is 
pleased with a new biography 
of her mother which has been 
published recently. Titled 
“ Marie of 
Romania: 
The 
Intimate Life of a Twentieth 
Century Queen,” the book 
was written by Terence 
Elsberry. 
“ I was so anxious that the 
Ixtok not say anything that 
was not true. In justice to 
Mamma, one must be just 
because she was herself 
just,” Mother Alexandra 
said. 
“ We suffered through some 
difficult days. In the First 
World War, there was real 
hunger. There were, for 
example, no vitamins. So for 
two years after the war was 
over, I had open wounds on 
my elbows and knees from 
not eating properly. 
“ The situation in the second 
war was much the same. 
During our youth, we had 
responsibilities. We worked 
with Romanian organizations 
for young 
people, 
night 
schools and summer camps. 
We always worked with 
hospitals with my mother. 
She was everywhere, caring 
for the sick and wounded. 
“ I only had one ball a year, 
on my birthday, and other 
times, I was much too tired to 
go out. The lack of privacy 
(for the monarchy) was 
terrible. But one does get 
accustomed to criticism ,” 
Mother Alexandra added. 
“ Even today, criticism 
doesn’t affect me deeply. 
What does hurt is the deep 
disapproval of some people 
when 
I 
entered 
the 
monastery.” 
It has not been easy to build 
a monastery from nothing, 
she said, but there has been 
support 
from 
Orthodox 
churches across the country. 
People 
tend 
to 
be 
nationalistic about 
their 
churches, 
she 
added, 
favoring 
Russian 
or 
Romanian Orthodox custom 
as opposed to a national 
American Orthodox Church. 
“ People misconstrue what 
a monastery is for,” Mother 
Alexandra said. “ Odd people 
and screwballs don’t fit at all.

You must be really healthy, 
of sound mind and very 
strong for it is a hard life,” 
she said. 
Building a road, putting in 
water and power and a 
building of prefabricated 
redwood put a dent in Mother 
Alexandra’s savings. 
But there are now three 
nuns 
to 
help 
run 
the 
bookstore, carve and paint 
icons, make vestments and 
rosaries and help publish the 
twice yearly newsletter. 
“ By 
the 
time 
our 
congregations see the need of 
us, we’ll be there. We’re 
starting out this year well. 
People have waited to see if 
we stuck it out, and with the 
support from the public, we 
have,” she added, twisting a 
handmade rosary around her 
wrist. 
Mother Alexandra, a still 
handsome woman in her 
traditional black cape and 
wimple, is a permanent 
resident of the United States 
but not a citizen. 
“ I feel very Romanian in 
my 
heart,” she said. 
“ I 
cannot 
renounce 
the 
monarchy and deny my own 
king. It wouldn’t be honest. I 
can still serve the country 
and the best interests of the 
monastery the way I should.” 
Under a British law of 1703, 
she is a British subject and 
says Queen Elizabeth has 
been “ very kind” about 
keeping it that way. 
A l t h o u g h 
M o t h e r 
Alexandra’s spiritual ties 
with Romania are deep, she 
does not regularly correspond 
with friends there. 
“ I had a vast acquaintance 
among all the people and of 
those friends, I don’t know 
any family that hasn’t in 
some way been persecuted,” 
she said. 
She sees some old friends 
when she visits her family in 
Europe. One of her sons lives 
in Detroit. Another son and 
three 
daughters 
are 
in 
Austria. 
“ Everything has its time,” 
Mother Alexandra said, “ and 
the time for the monarchy is 
over. There’s no question of 
going back.”

Libya Closes 
Boundaries 
To Non-Arabs 


ROME (AP) — The Libyan govern­ 
ment has in effect closed its borders to 
all foreigners except those from Arab 
countries, an official at the libyan 
Embassy said today. 


Only foreigners carrying passports 
written exclusively in Arabic would bo 
allowed to enter the country, he said. 
The U.S. Embassy in Rome reported 
that dozens of Americans, most of 
them oil company personnel stationed 
in Libya and their families, were 
turned back from Tripoli last night 
when they arrived on a flight from 
Athens. They had been away from the 
country on vacation. 


The Libyan Embassy official said 
there would Im* no exceptions to the 
Arabic-passport-only rule. 


'Hie ban on all non-Arab passports 
Iuis been in force in Libya since Jan. I 
for tourists, and it has occasionally 
been applied to journalists and 
missionaries. Its extension to foreign 
technicians and businessmen working 
in the country was interpreted in Rome 
as the first major step in a “ cultural 
revolution” that has been declared by 
Col. Moammar Khadafy, the head of 
the libyan regime.

To Dumpy, The Valiant Dog 


NAVARRE, Ohio (A P)— About 400 
mourners and four dogs turned out for 
the weekend funeral of I lumpy, the dog 
who .survived being gassed, shot and 
abandoned for dead only to fall victim 
to a puppyhood disease. 
I Jumpy was lowered into the earth in 
a white, satin-lined casket, and several 
dog lovers held up sealing the casket in 
order to give the* 3-year-old beagle mix 
mongrel’s Ixxly a final pat of farewell. 
A single red tulip was placed in the 
casket before it was closed. 
Hundreds of people 
across the 
country had phoned and written 
IXimpy’s rescuers in Salem to offer a 
home for the dog or simply to express 
outrage at his treatment-after an 
Associated Press story recounted the 
dog’s life. 
The dog had been gassed and thrown 
in front of a bulldozer at a landfill. But 
when he managed to stagger away, he 
was shot several times and abandoned 


for dead. Two Salem women who 
heard the story later took flashlights to 
the swamp that night and found 
Dumpy, still alive. 


Several weeks later, however, 
veterinarians found that he was suf­ 
fering from a recurring distemper 
syndrome, one that would eventually 
prove fatal. I .ast week, the women 
decided to have the dog put to sleep. 
About IOO were still on hand when the 
casket was lowered, and most ex­ 
pressed hope that Dumpy’s lot would 
improve conditions for other unwanted 
dogs.
